COMMITTEE of the Citizens’ 

Union party, known also as. the 
J.J. Chapman Independent Independ- 
ents, is taking thought about future 
policy, and has requested its friends 
and colleagues to give opinions as to 
what ought to be done next. The 
committee wants views ‘‘as to how the 
ends for which we are working may best 
be attained,” the said ends being defined 
as ‘“‘the encouragement and facilitation 
of independent voting and the ultimate 
destruction of the boss system.” 

Thisis a pretty serious question. There 
are those who are confident that by no 
single exploit could the independent 
voter be so much encouraged and the se- 
curity of the bosses so much imperiled 
as by putting all that is left of the Citi- 
zens’ Union party on one of the floats of 
the Street Cleaning Department, towing 
it well out to sea, and bringing the float 
back empty. The reason why this opin- 
ion is held by a good many intelligent 
and conscientious persons is that they be- 
lieve that the Citizens’ Union leaders 
made Low’s election impossible and did 
their level utmost to beat Roosevelt. 
Not being seventh sons of seventh sons, 
they cannot see that Low’s defeat was 
a benefit to New York, nor could they see 
that there was any great political virtue 
in beating Roosevelt. They believe that 
there is nothing more annoying to bosses 
than to have able, upright and independ- 
ent men for mayors of cities or governors 
of States, so when such men are put up 
they are Joath not to vote for them, even 
though the boss of the party to which 
such candidates belong declines to hang 
himself before election. 





T would seem as though too many 
of the expectations of the Citizens’ 
Union had of late been disappointed. 





There was a supposition that Low might 
be elected without the aid of Platt or any 
Republican that recognized his leader- 
ship. It turned out otherwise. There 
was a supposition that Low’s defeat 
through Platt’s opposition would kill 
Platt. It didn't kill him; and one reason 
was that Platt’s opposition was not his 
choice, but was forced upon him. There 
was a supposition that a considerable 
number of Independents could be in- 
duced to vote against Roosevelt because 
Roosevelt elected to deviate from the 
course that had been disastrous in Low’s 
case. That supposition alsoturned out 
to be a mistake. The company of Inde- 
pendents that could finally restrain them- 
selves from voting for Roosevelt was too 
select to be important. 

As to the next move of the gentlemen 
who have been so seriously disappointed 
in these consecutive expectations, the 
most natural advice to them would seem 
to be not to make any move at present, 
but to hold hands and sit still. Their 
party has tried to purify politics, and no 
good has come as yet of its efforts. Now 
it is Roosevelt’s innings, and while he is 
at the bat it won’t hurt the Cits to sit 
on the benches a spell and watch the 
game. Men like them, of pure motives 
and upright : purposes, cannot be per- 
manently disabled. If they cannot 
lead successfully, they must follow. 
Perhaps experience will teach them 
something ; perhaps they can develop 
abler leaders ; but untess they do, there 
seems to be little present prospect that 
they will avail much for weal or woe. 
There is a defect in their reason- 
ing that the defeat of good candidates 
compassed by their obstinacy will drive 
despairing citizensto them. Life is short. 
It is a good while between elections, and 
despairing voters are superficial creatures 
who don’t like to wait, and who do like 
to win. They take short views of life, 
and it is impossible to induce very many 
of them to co-operate very long with a 
party of rebuke. 

Between Thanksgiving and Christmas, 
New York had nasty streets. The 
difference between McCartney and 
Waring seems to be that when it is im_ 
possible to clean the streets, McCartney 
doesn’t do it; whereas Waring did. 
Achieving the impossible was what made 
Waring famous. There is no present 
prospect that McCartney will grow great 
by that method. 
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Civilization by Slaughter. 


O kill eleven thousand Dervishes, wound 
sixteen thousand, and tyrn your Egyptian 
allies loose to kill as many of the wounded as 
seems necessary, is what the English call 
“avenging the death of Gordon.” Having 
accomplished this humane rite with the loss of a 
few hundred (only two or three English officers 
killed), they enter Khartum, and, with sacred 
priests of four religions, perform a funeral ser- 
vice in memory of the massacred Gordon. This 
is very dramatic and fine—like the conclusion of 
a Wagner opera. Even the stony Sirdar showed

signs of emotion as the ceremony was concluded. 
What Gordon himself would think of that kind 
of vengeance is a very pretty speculation. How- 
ever, this whole business of “civilizing” the 
world through strength is apt to be bloody work. 
It is the duty of the virile nation to help the 
“dying nation’ to die a little faster. Thirty 
thousand Dervishes slaughtered in one day isa 
pretty good record for civilization ! 

If you want to read a brilliant, graphic, and 
not too squeamish account of how it was done, 
you will find it in “* With Kitchener to Khartum ” 
(Dodd, Mead & Co.), by G.W. Steevens—who is as 
good a war correspondent as writes in these days. 
He has the knack of 
making you see the 
way it was done. He 
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SOMETHING 











does not exaggerate little things, but he 
makes you feel that they are there. A new 
country whets his imagination, and you are made 
to feel what the Sudan is, and what the army was 
that reconquered it. He is sometimes a little too 
smart in his phrases—the knack of the journalist 
who is bound to make you read to the bottom of 
his column. 

Granting that the work had to be done for 
humanity's sake, the Sirdar did it in the best 
possible manner. He built his railroad to the 
front, moved up two or three times as much food 
and supplies as was absolutely necessary, and 
then brought in hissoldiers. There was no break 

down in his commissary de- 
partment—though several thou- 
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sand miles from his base. But he took sev- 
eral years to plan and execute it! Our yellow 
journals would have hounded him to death 
or resignation in three months with the cry of 
* On to Khartum!*’ But, like Dewey, the Sirdar 
knows when to cut the wires, and how to keep 
the correspondents fifty miles in the rear—and, 
as Mr. Steevens remarks, any correspondent who 
should have slapped the Sirdar’s face would have 
been shot dead on the spot. Great is Kitchener | 
“ Steadfast, cold and inflexible—the man who 
has cut out his human heart, and made himself a 
machine to retake Khartum.”’ 

And what is it all worth! Mr. Steevens sums 
it up tersely: ‘‘ The vindication of our own honor 
and the vindication of our right to go on making 
Egypt a country fit to live in. Egypt’s gain is 
her existence to-day. The world’s gain is the 
downfall of the worst tyranny in the world.” 
Those are very good phrases, and sound well 
along with “ glory’ and “ destiny.” 

But he adds, with cynical frankness: ‘The 
wretched, dry Sudan! Count up all the gains 
you will, yet what a hideous irony it remains, 
this fight of half a generation for such an 


emptiness.”

ENERAL WHEELER’S volume on 

“The Santiago Campaign” (Lam- 
son, Wolffe & Co.) is principally a valu- 
able compilation and arrangement of 
official letters and reports. His per- 
sonal comments on the phases of the 
campaign, which connect these reports, 
are shrewd, generous and kindly—in- 
deed, they probably err on that side.
